It is more difficult in that it 
has to be conducted through mountainous 
country ; but it has the advantage of being 
served by shorter railway communication 
with the Austrian bases in the Tyrol and, 
through them, with the German bases in 
Bavaria. The lie of the enemy's 
communications controls the direction 
of their attack. On the Austrian side of 
the mountains the railway coming down 
from Innsbruck through the Trentino is 
carried to Tezzo, near the head of the 
Brenta valley. Thé main way through the 
mountains from the north into the Vene- 
tian plain follows the course of the 
Brenta, which emerges into the plain near 
Bassano, less than ten miles distant from 
the furthest point to which the enemy 
have penetrated down the valley. 

On either side the passage of the Brenta 
valley is dominated by the heights of the 
Venetian Alps, defended by the Italian 
First and Fcurth Armies. For the past 
month’ the enemy have been delivering 
alternating attacks with massed forces on 
each bank of the river in order to wrest 
the commanding heights from the Italians. 


The latest has 


delivered om the right ' 
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bank, and has given the enemy possession | 
of two further summits, together with . 
nine thousand prisoners, according to their . 
own account, and some guns. Their pro- 
gress has been fiercely disputed by the 
Italians, who have won back much of the 
lost ground, but have been compelled to 
leave the summits in the enemy s hands. 
Except that it was on a somewhat larger 
scale, tbere is nothing to distinguish this 
attack from its predecessors. All these 
attacks have a cómmon character. The 
problem before the enemy is that ot 
mastering, piece by piece, the tangle ot 
mountains which intervénes between them 
and the plains. It is a costly and 
laborious process whereby the Italians, 
dislodged from one summit, retire to the 
next and have to be dislodged once more. 
There is, however, a severe limit to this 
slow retirement: for, less than ten miles 
behind the Italian jines, the mountain 
barrier ends abruptly, and the escarp- 
ment drops precipitously to the plain. In 
this situation the enemy:s repeated attacks 
have two objectives—one immediate, one 
remote. The latter is to reach the Vene- 
tian plain. The former is to crush in the 
salients which are constantly formed in 
the Italian line as parts of it retire. The 
formation of these salients explaing the 
alternation of attack between one bank of 
the Brenta and the other. An advance 
on one bank cannot be carried too far 
before it comes under enfilade fire from 
the Italian positions on the opposite bank, 
and these in turn have to be reduced be-
